Chriſt ſhould be, and they anſwered him Dawids, he fore- 
plied, that none could anfuvere him a vvord, ®=vqbivas xb391) Math.

Andthat our Churches now1in Chriſtianitie are both 
dommw dei, and dom or ationis, houles for God, and hou- 
ſes forprayer,the names import which inthe pureſt times 
were giuen to theſe places: for they were called inthe 
primitiue Church xuyiazs, or dominica, Gods houſes; and 
oratoria, places eſpecially denoted ro prayer: Though in 
later times z»yiezs are become {cis in ſome places, not 
for their ſtacelines, as in the time of Conſtartzire, but for 
the proprietie & poſtcſhion ofthemy and oratoria are tur- 
ned into aud-toria; oratories into auditories: and where 
the Apoſtles, who had in their commiſſion 7re preajcate, 
goc, preach, purprayer inthe firſt place beforepreaching 
AQ.6. Nos orationt e& miniſterio verbs inſtantes erimm : 
We will be inſtant in prayer & preaching the word :now 
we lay, Cedant potiores partes in catibus ſacris dottrine e-
